THE CONTESTED ELECTION CASE,

Supreme Court in Bane--Chlefl Justice Thomp.
won and Judges nd, Agnew, Mharswood,
and l"llllnml-—t;oll nuation of the Argument.
This morning the coutested election case was

continned, W. H. Rawle, Esq., proceeding with

his argument, which was interrupted by the ad-
jownment yesterday. The line of argument
was continued as follows: -

The sense of the oath to contest an office nunder
an act of Legislature Is that the facta should be troe
to the best of knowledge and bellef, not “‘true only
a8 the act 158 worded, A grand juror swears that he
will make @ true presentment, and put his name to
a true Dbill, but everybody knows that he has only
heard one side of the case. Take the case of a wit-
ness, A medical man s called aod swears to one
theory a8 to a man being ‘murdered, Another
man will swear 10 directly the opposite.
Would efther of these be indicted
for p:-r{nry ? Thia can be carried too far, how-
ever. 1f w man swears to the best of his knowledge
and bellef when he has no Kknowledge or bellef, It 18
perjury. There are two Kinds of knowledge which
courts allow—one 8 personal Kknowledge, and the
other 18 bellef or knowledge derived from the {n-
formuation of others. There may be cases where
there may be h’.uowledEa without bellef, and also
cases of bDellef without knowlodge. When the con-
felence of & defendant I8 searched, whon he has
direct personal knowledge, he has no right o
auswer then to the best of knowledge and bellel.

1t would
require 580 oaths of these men from personal
knowledge, not to the best of kpowledge and bellef,
1t 18 sadd that the act of 1554 prescribes only that the
returns of a4 municipal election should be subject to
the Conrt of Common Pless, not the election iteelr.
Bat, further on in the act, it s sald that the Judge
yhill consider these returns according to the laws of
the Commonweaith, In the laws of the Common-
wealth the words election and return are used
synopyruouslv, The word election means, in law and
populuriy, chofce, The return is this cholce belng
made kuown to the authoritics. By the use of the
two words the word return came to apply to both
and to include the other.

If the popular opfmnn
had not been obtalned, the whole division shonld be
stricken out, Unplegs the conrt has power 1o throw
out whole polls in this manner, there may be cases
in which there may be no election, The opposite
side has Bald that we do not know the names of the
fruudulent voters, They cannot be Known, becanse
they voted In other persons’ names, In the case of
the Seventh division of the Third ward tho legal
votes shounld have been hunted up and proved, not
the illegnl ones, It has been claimed that shis
who! e striking out deprives the legitimate
voter of his righta; but these legltimate volers are
the \rerg ones who year after year elect these elec-
tion oMeers who do these illegal acts.

If the court conld not do all,
they must do a8 much as they can, the rest most Eo
over, not fall to the ground. It was alleged that the
ballot-boxes were taken to Harrisburg aud there
tumperod with, This was not s0; they were opened
in Philadeiphia In open court in the presence of the
ofcers of the court and the Bergeant-at-Arma of the
House at Harrisburg, who was sent down to ascer-
taln the contents, After being examined, they were
resealed and sent to the vanlt, They were not taken
to Harrisburg. They say that they have had no notice
of the amendment, They had any amount of notice
when it was before the examiner.
